ALEXANDER II. 


The Offic'al Statement of toe Czur's As- 
sassinution—The Two Bombe, | 


Lendon Standard. 


The act of accusation drawn up by 
the Procureur Mo oravielf is directed 
against Nicholas [vanoff R-esahoff, 19. 
workman; Nicholas Ivanoff Sheliaboff, 
30. peasant; S phia Loofa Peroffska- 
va, 27. gentiewoman; Gabriel Timo- 
thy Michreloff, 21. peasant, and Hesse 
Mire-ff Helfman, 26. ouvriere. After 
briefly stating the nature of the crime 
of which the prisoners are accu-ed, 
namely, the asxax-ination of the Em- 
peror Alexander II., the act gves on 
to relute the ciroum tanoe in which it 
took place, as verified by official in- 
quiry. As thi- is the first exict ac- 
count of an event which excited such 
deep and universal frehng, it will be 
as well te summatrize it, at the risk of 
repeating what has already been 8d. 

Shortly after 2 v'clock on March 
1-13 the Emperor left the Michel 
Palace in his carriage, accompanied 
by the usual escort, and, passing down 
Engineer street, turved to the right, 
alung the bank of the Catherine Canal. 
Behind, in a sledge, e me Col Dyar. 
jit-ky, police master, snd beLin’d him 
ag tin Capt. Koch and Major Kyolili- 
akin. The carriage had gone only 
fifty fathoms from the corner of Engi 
neer strect, when, à quarter past 2 
precisely, a terrible explosion te 

lace beneath the curiage. Jumpin 

rom his sledve, and seeing that by 
the canal railing some soldiers weie 
holding a man, Duerjitsky rushe! to 
the Imperial carriage, wpened the 
door. and informed His Maje-ty, who 
stepped but unhurt, that tie aeftssin 
was caught. By order of the Emperor 
the witwess accompanied him tu the 
spot where the man Rersakuvff wa- 
held amid a gathering croad of pro 
ple. Lieut. Radikoff, not recoun zing 
the Ewperor at once.exclaimed; “How 
is his Majesty?’ b the Emperor. 
s‘anding ten paces from Ree-eakoff, 
and glancing around said: “Thank 
Gud, Lam unhbart—but se!” pointing 
to a wounded Cossack lying near the 
carriage, and then to u twy crying 
with pain. Reeseakoff, hearing ‘he 
wodsof the Emperor, suid: “Is tt 
thank God yet!“ Meantime, Dvyejit- 
sky took from the soldiers a revolver 
and koife feued in the pri-oner’s 
pockets, The Emperor, stepping up 
to Reeseak: ff, asked if he inviced = hol 
fired, and receiving a reply in the af- 
firmative, demanded hs ume and oc 
cupation. The prisumer answered: 
“Glazoff, workman.” 

As the E:nperor turned and stepped 
a few psces toward the spot «here the 
explosion tovk piace, keeping to the 
railings of the nal, a secoud explo 
sion vceurre! behiod him close to his 
feet. few seconds a cloud of 
smoke, powdered sno, fragments ot 
cloth, etc., hid everything from siglit. 
but when it cleared ff a fearful pic- 
ture présente! itself. The Empers 
leaned with his buck agvinst the bu: 
tre+s of the canal, hulding on to the 
railing with both hand-, without cloak 
or cap, covered with blood and breath. 
ing with difficulty. His bared lens 
were shattered, , poured from 
them; the flesh bung in pieces, an:i 
there was blvod vn his face. On the

is military cloak. Dvo‘it-ky, also 
wounded, raised him«if from the 
groand as the Emperor sail, scarce 
au‘dibiy, help!“ and rao up, together 
with several others. Some one gave a 
handkerchief. The Emperor pu: it to 
his face saving with a faint voice, It 
is cold--cold.” Then those arvund 
him took up tbe suffer r, who was u- 
ready losing corsciousness, a d, * 
visted by the Grand Duke Michal, 
who came dashing up, laid him on the 
sledge of Col. Dv-njit-ky, Lieutenant 
Count Hendrik: ff placing his owu for- 
age cap yu the Emperor's head. The 
Grand Duke Michsel, leaning over his 
brother, asked him if ne could bear. 
The Emperor replied quietly. I hear.” 
To farther questions how be felt he 
only an-were.l, “Quicker—to the pul- 
ace,” and then, as if in answer te the 
roposal of staff Capt. Franks to carry 
— into the nearest house to procure 
help, the Emperor said, Take me to 
the patace—there—'o die.” These 
were the last words of the dying mon- 
arch heard by the witne-ses The 
sledge wus chosen because the carriace 
was seriousty damaged. Major K- 
libiakin sat with the Emperor ia it. 
and, with the help of two cke 0 


the escort, conveyed him to the Win- 


Palace. 

The Emperor died at 3:33. Of his 
personal following, vine were wound. 
ed, more or less seriously, of whom 


one has since died; aud ot the police 


and others eleven were wounded, two, 
inclading the boy before mentioned, 
succumbing within a few hours.

The San Juse Herald says: “There 
are ecores of lawyers and doctors who 
live by practicing on the weakness 
and the folhes of their clients aod 
their patients.

Lawyers may honestly disagree as tu 
the law in any particular case, and 
there are clients who ask of a lawyer 
not that he shall be right, but that he 
shall agree to any theory advanced. 
John Smith goes to Lawyer Brown 
and states a case. Brown says you 
can't win.” Smith is immediately dis- 
gusted with an ignoramus like Brown, 
and goes out to look for a lawyer who 
will agree that the Smith family is 
right. When the Smith faction is 
beaten, then he says he had bad ad- 
vice. There are, of course, lawyers 
who rob their clients with all the
